To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Wigton  Rural  District  Council: 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlamen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  1967. 
This  report  follows  the  general  lines  of  previous  reports,  giving  the 
statistics  of  births,  deaths  and  infectious  diseases. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  and  to  my  colleagues  in  the  County  Health  Department,  general 
practice  and  the  hospital  service  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  Mr.  Blackburn  and  all  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  valuable  help.  The  smooth- running  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  largely  due  to  Mr.  Blackburn’s  unfailing  care  and  attention  to 
detail,  and  the  interest  he  shows  in  every  aspect  of  the  work. 

During  1967  a  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  visiting 
the  elderly  and  infirm  to  assess  their  medical  needs  for  rehousing. 
Throughout  the  year  all  applicants  who  have  claimed  a  medical  reason 
for  rehousing  have  been  visited.  Recommendations  have  been  made  to  the 
Council  indicating  the  degree  of  urgency,  to  give  the  Council  some  help 
in  their  task  of  selecting  suitable  applicants. 

One  major  housing  project  was  the  provision  of  ten  ! Partial  Deper>- 
dency1  bungalows  in  Aspatria.  Fifty  seven  applicants  were  visited  in 
their  own  homes,  and  a  list  of  the  most  suitable  urgent  cases  submitted' 
to  the  Council  for  their  selection.  These  bungalows  serve  a  great  need, 
and  are  a  most  valuable  asset  to  the  district. 
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In  conjunction  -with  the  County  Health  and  Education  Departments 
arrangements  were  made  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  the  area  to  inspect 
toilet  and  cloakroom  accommodation.  A  report  was  submitted  through  the 
Area  Medical  Officer.  There  is  only  one  school  in  the  area  still  using 
chemical  toilets:  this  school  has  been  scheduled  for  closure,  but  the 
date  has  been  deferred.  In  all  the  other  schools  the  toilets  were 
adequate  and  'well-kept,  but  some  of  the  urinals  needed  attention.  The 
main  trouble  in  the  area  is  the  distance  children  have  to  go  to  the 
toilets  through  uncovered  yards,  particularly  in  several  village  primary 
schools . 

The  Tuberculosis  Register  has  been  brought  up  to  date  by  checking 
against  records  at  the  Northern  Area  Office  and  the  Chest  Centre,  This 
has  produced  a  marked  reduction  in  the  cases  on  the  register  as  evidently 
notifications  of  removal  of  cases  had  not  always  been  received.  The 
problem  of  tuberculosis  is  happily  a  diminishing  one,  but  still  requires 
vigilance.  The  necessary  services  are  provided  by  the  School  Health 
Service  undertaking  the  Mantoux  Testing  and  B.C.G.  inoculation  of  school 
children,  and  by  the  Chest  Clinic  and  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

There  were  only  five  infant  deaths  in  196?.  Prematurity  and 
broncho- pneumonia  account  for  two  of  these,  but  unfortunately  three  were 
due  to  different  types  of  respiratory  accidents,  including  one  infant  of 
about  three  days  on  whom  was  an  open  verdict  of  death  from  drowning. 

There  was  a  very  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  with  no 
epidemics.

There  were  5  infant  deaths  in  196?  compared  with  8  in  1966 . 
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The  summary  of  deaths  at  different  periods  of  life  (as 
classified  by  the  Registrar  General)  show  a  pattern  similar  to 
former  years. 

There  we re  150  female  deaths  and  152  male:  last  year 
there  was  a  greater  disparity,  with  19  more  female  than  male 
deaths . 

Deaths  due  to  various  forms  of  cancer  have  risen,  in 
particular  there  were  11  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  1967  and 
only  seven  in  1966.  All  these  11  deaths  were  male,  in  the  age 
groups  of  55  years  and  over.  Heart  and  circulatory  diseases 
continue  to  claim  most  victims,  with  their  highest  incidence 
over  65  years  of  age. 

As  in  previous  years  the  deaths  from  all  types  of  acci¬ 
dents  were  scattered  over  a  very  wide  age  range.  No  deaths 
were  classified  as  suicide  this  year:  there  were  three  in  1966.

Although  my  name  appears  at  the  foot  of  this  letter  and  my 
official  title  is  printed  on  the  cover  of  the  Report,  the  work  which 
the  figures  in  the  following  pages  represents  is  essentially  a  team 
effort  and  I  acknowledge  the  part  played  by  all  concerned. 

Brucellosis  again  gives  cause  for  concern.  The  disease  must 
be  widespread  yet  the  opportunity  to  the  farmer  of  disposing  of  an 
animal  known  to  be  affected,  just  as  he  pleases,  leaves  much  to  be 
desired. 

The  policy  of  this  department  is  to  obtain  separate  samples 
from  all  the  milking  cows  in  the  herd  following  positive  cultures 
revealed  by  routine  sampling.  This  means  a  free  test  for  the 
farmer,  with  the  option  of  selling  the  dud  animals  and  no  questions 
asked  J 

Last  year  I  reported  a  99  per  cent  increase  in  the  throughput 
at  the  public  abattoir,  accompanied  by  a  117  per  cent  increase  in 
the  weight  of  meat  condemned.  This  trend  continues.  Almost 
3*000  more  animals  were  slaughtered  during  1967 *  a  further  increase 
of  15A  per  cent,  but  the  increased  weight  of  meat  condemned  was 
54  per  cent. 

It  is  little  wonder  that  consideration  had  to  be  given  to 
the  need  for  additional  hanging  space  for  carcases. 

At  the  only  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  an  increase  in 
throughput  of  173  per  cent  was  recorded,  due  in  the  main  to  the 
slaughter  of  calves  by  an  outside  contractor  for  distribution  without 
the  area.  The  Foot  &  Mouth  disease  epidemic  had  a  bearing  on  this. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  premises  in  the  area  are  registered 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  and  all  have  been 
inspected.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  seven  cases  with 
serious  shortcomings  and  remedial  action  has  been  promised. 

This  Council  is  certainly  not  one  for  putting  people  into  court 
without  much  justification.  Even  so  the  case  of  a  motor  vehicle 
abandoned  on  a  Council  refuse  tip  was  the  subject  of  a  successful 
prosecution  in  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction.  The  case  was  taken 
under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 ^  which  only  came  into  force  on 
the  27th  of  July.

Brucella  abortus  was  isolated  in  milk  supplied  to  one  dealer  from 
a  large  milk  producer  in  the  district.  A  Restriction  Order  under 
Section  20  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959  was 
applied  to  the  herd  and  the  milk  subjected  to  pasteurisation.  One 
cow  was  found  to  be  affected  and  after  its  removal  the  order  was 
withdrawn. 

This  herd  is  self-contained,  and  had  been  subjected  to  restrictions 
during  1966.  It  is  thought  that  the  offending  animal  this  year  must 
have  been  out  of  milk  production  previously  or  was  an  intermittent 
excretor  of  the  organism. 

The  dealer  retailing  the  milk  was  supplied  temporarily  from  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board  Dairy  and  brucella  abortus  was  isolated  in  one 
of  two  sources  used.  In  this  instance  an  alternative  supply  was 
arranged  and  the  offending  milk  pasteurised. 

One  weakness  in  the  eradication  of  the  organism  from  untreated 
milk  supplies  is  that  offending  animals  may  be  disposed  of  as  the  farmer 
wishes,  possibly  being  the  means  of  another  supply  becoming  affected. 

The  Government  in  its  proposals  for  eradication  might  consider  the 
slaughter  of  animals  found  to  be  affected,  and  payment  of  compensation. 


METHYLENE  BLUE  TEST 

A  high  percentage  of  failures  was  found  among  the  57  samples  of 
untreated  milk  taken.  Several  supplies  were  involved  and  the  cause 
difficult  to  ascertain.  In  one  instance  samples  taken  direct  from 
the  churns  failed  the  test  and  improvement  was  achieved  after  referring 
the  matter  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  their 
attention  at  the  farm.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949>  the  usual 
control  and  treatment  of  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  was  carried 
out  during  the  year,  one  workman  devoting  approximately  one -third  of 
his  time  to  this  service. 

Refuse  tips  and  sewerage  works  have  been  surveyed  regularly, 
immediate  treatment  being  carried  out  where  necessary. 

The  sewers  in  seven  places  were  test-baited  and  minor  infestations 
were  indicated  at  five.  Immediate  follow-up  treatments  were  carried 
out  with  satisfactory  results. 

Domestic  premises  were  treated  free  on  request.  Three  treatments 
carried  out  at  business  premises  brought  in  an  income  of  £l7.11s.8d.
